Auguétue Ferdinand Unger came from a Prussian fanil r 
itary class, Was educated at Heidelbrugh Eetuaedi tes nevisk ane’ 
older brothers who were officers in the yrussian Guarde and 
married, the Mother Mary (who at this time wae a widow) not 
liking any more sons in Military life helped aim to eucape out | 
of the German Empire. The Pamily was a breslau, yrovince of 
Giliasia, Having to go through Switzerland in going to ant fiom 
the University, in the Wacation of 1628 on reucaing Gwitzeriand 
he made Als way to the coast embaking for America landing in 

New York city at the age of 14 years. 


He apprinticed hinself to a large tobacco firm and learned to 
grade tobacco and make cigare. At the age of 21 he became a 
citizen of U.S,in the New York Courts 1655. Later he went to 
Buffalo and took a position with the A C,Atherns & Co, 
Jianufackurers and exporters of fine tobacco gootis. The firm 
later bacame the Adums & Atnens co and 6ti11 later the Janes 
Ademe and Coy Mr. Unger traveled by stage, by river boat, Loree 
back or walked or any way he coule get to the planters of the 
south to buy tobacco for the firm at Buffalo, In 1642 ne ree 
turned to Germany to visit His mother. She died before ne 
reached Gerpany and shortly after ne returned to America he 
sent money for a monument and as far ae known never communicated 
with any of the family afterward. In 1649 in company with 
Buffalo men, namely Jonn Sylenburgny Jonn Boughman, kre Titus, 
Mr. Pailipe, Joun Severance who made tae trip overlanc to 
Calafornia by way of Galevesaton, Texas to the Gold Fields, 
staking claime near what is known 4s Stockton and near @ river, 
remained about two years euffering witold Lerdenips anc returnea 
by way of Cape Horns On wie return tne family moved to Lock- 
port NY remaining there one year, feeling that tuere were 
possibilities in Indiana moved by way of Lake Brie and the Jabsesh

On the banks of t he Chelmar in Chelmsford,Essex Co, Ingland, 
near Bishops Bridge is t he house of the Rogers family in whose 
possession it has been for centuries. In the year 1300 Agpon 
Rogers of Rome Italy in consequences of religious persecution 
fled for his life and took up his residence in London, ‘there he 
resumed his business as a iierchant and became wealthy.He was 
the Grandfather of John Rogers who was burned at t he stake at 
Smithsfield,Feb 4,1555. Being the first ‘rotestant Martyr in tk 
Reign of Queen Mary. A Bible which belonged to John the Martyr 
is carefully preserved in t he Archives of Alfred University 
Alfred,N.Y.This Bible Tradition t ells us was the property of 
John the Prebendary of St Pauls of London who was burned at the 
st ake. 

James Rogers a descendant brought the book to this Country in a 
1635; It had he said deen concealed in a "eather bed during the 
rest of Mary's reign, He used it as a pillow in his sojourn's 
and travels in the Wilderness as a sort of talisman to protect 
him from nightly attacks from the indians. 

Descendants of the James Rogers line claims the Martyr line as 
theirs while dated are missing which would prove it conclusivey 
still neither can it be disaproved so we have a right to our 
tradition as well as ot hers. 
Agong the manuscripts preserved in the records office in Mmeglan/’ 
and which are printed in Drakes Founders of New England, is a 

copy of a License to go beyond the seas dated Apri 15 1635. 
and among ot hers to be t ransported to New England, enbarked 
in the good ship Increase is the name of James Rogers,age 20. 
Born 1615. and died 1687 in New London.Conn.

James Rogers was one of seve n men from Saybrook who under Capt, 
John Underhill took part in the Pequot war 1637. He was Deputy 
in Court of Election 1661. and in May and Oct 1662 Corn Commis- 
sioner for London.Represent ative to t= he General Court seven # 
times between 1662-72. Was in bu siness with Govenor Winthrop. 
He and his wife was Members of t he Congregational Church at 
Milford,Conn. till he became a Convert to the seventh day Bapt 
ist Church (Quakers) and was persecuted even to the lash. 

The history of the Rogerines as t hey were called is very inter- 
esting and one of the historical places in New London is tne 
Rogerine Burying ground in t he Goshen district. The Roger real 
estate holdings were very large,The first grant of land within 
the Mohegan tribe holdings was by Sachem Uncas to James Roger 
There was always a strong friendship between the Mohegan tribe 
and t he Rogers family .James Rogers was a Baker and carried on 
the most extensive business in Foreign and “omestic trade of a 
any man in New London.“e baked for the Soldiers. Throughout his 
last days he was su Dject to fines and imprisonment for noncon 
formity to the established Chu rch. 

His Son Samuel Rogers born 1640 at Milford or Stratford died Det 
1713,at New London,married 13 Oct, 1662, to Mary Stanton daugh 
ter of Thomas and Ann(Lord ) Stanton. Marriage called of Stonin 
zton. she died ----. she was born at Stonington 1643. 
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Samuel Rogers father gave him the stone house and bakery at the 
head of Winthrops cove, Yolonial records says yhat 34 bushels of 
wheat baked into buiskete for the soldiers by anuel Rogers.
